Among the churches of the city few have had a more inspired 
beginning growing out of the needs of the community for just such 
a church or wielded a greater influence in that community than 
Knox Presbyterian, now Knox United Church, 

In August, 1891, the Calgary and Edmonton Railway was com- 
pleted; a townsite was laid out and the village of South Edmonton 
sprouted at the end of steel on the south bank of the Saskatche- 
wan river. From the old land and the older parts of Canada the 
new settlers brought with them a love of law and order and the 
desire to establish in this new land the institution which stands as 
the foundation of law and order. The people were few in number 
but stout of heart and steady of purpose and they gathered to- 


gether for public worship on the Sablvath day. Vor a time there! 
was no organized Presbyterian congregation and no settled mis-| 


sionary work, but pulpit supply was obtained as opportunity of- 
fered. No special emphasis was placed upon any creed or doctrine 
but any preacher was welcomed, whether Presbyterian, Methodist, 
Anglican or Baptist, and when one with a clerical collar could not 


be obtained the pulpit was frequently supplied by a layman. So)
